The most severe clash was at Al- 


tona, a city of 170,000 persons near 
Hamburg. Twelve were slain and 
50 injured when 6000 national So- 
cialists and Communists fought 
there.

At Griefswald, a small town in 
Pomerania near the Baltic Sea, two 
were killed and 25 seriously wound- 
ed, in a fight between Nazis and 
Communists.

WASHINGTON. July 18. — The 
United States and Canada this 
morning agreed by treaty to con- 
struction 6f the 3543,00, 000 St. 
Lawrence seaway. In a brief cere- 
mony at the State Department Sec- 
retary Stimson signed for this coun- 
try and Minister Herridge for Can- 
ada. 

Pending 11 years, the gigantic 
project calls for development of 
the St. Lawrence for a 180-mile 
stretch from Montreal to Lake On- 
tario—a seven-year task. It will 
enable ocean-going vessels to travel 
to the heart of the continent, while 
at the same time provide up to 2,- 
000,000 horsepower electrical en- 
ergy, to be divided by the United 
States and Canadian sections bor- 
dering on the waterway 

Yet to Be Ratified. 

It is now a binding agreement 
between ‘the two administrations, 
but yet must be ratified by the leg- 
islative bodies of the two countries 
before going into effect. 

Secretary Stimson signed the 
agreement first and was followed 
at once by Herridge. 

The Senate has directed that an 
investigation of the treaty be con- 
ducted between now and the open- 
ing of the December session of 
Congress. Chairman Borah of the 
Foréign Relations Committee spe- 
cifically stated this was not de- 
cided) upon because any ‘“suspi- 
cion” attached to the treaty.

Lady Beatty,Only Daughter 
Of Marshall Field, Dies 


Wife of British Admiral Took Keen Interest 
in Philanthropic Enterprises—Benefactor 
of Seamen Below Decks.

DINGLEY, Leicestershire, En- 
gland, July 18.—lLady Beatty, 
daughter of the late Marshall 
Field, Chicaga merchant, and wife 
of Admiral David Beatty, one of 
the most noted of Britain’s sea he- 
roes during the World War, died 
in her sleep last night. She had 
been ill for several days. 

Formerly Ethel Field, the mer- 
chant’s only daughter, she was 
married to Admiral Beatty in 1901 
after her divorce from Arthur Tree, 
son of a Chicago jurist. Beatty was 
then a Captain. 

She went to England after the 
marriage and never returned to the 
United States, except for a brief 
period in 1921, when her husband 
was a member of the British dele- 
gation to the arms limitation con- 
ference in Washington. With her 


on that trip, besides the Admiral, 
were her two sons, Viscount Boro- 


dale and Peter Randolph Louis. 


Ethel Field, only daughter of 
Marshall Field of Chicago, was 


married in 1901 to Earl David 
Beatty, who subsequently became

World War. 
She was prominent in London so- 


ciety and of late years had ihter- 
ested herself actively in philan- 
thropic and public enterprises. Last 
year she assisted her son, Viscount 
Borodale, in his campaign for the 
parliamentary seat representing 
Peckham.

Throughout her husband's ca- 
reer Lady Beatty took a keen in- 
terest in the welfare of seamen of 
the lower deck.

There Mise Been Too 
Many Generalities. — 


‘By the Associated Press. ; 
PARIS, July 18.—The Nationalist 
Journal des Debats declared yester-

Friday's officially sponsored 
statement that it would be absurd 
to contend that, under the accord, 
Britain had no right to make a 
new debt arrangement with the 
United States without consulting 
France, failed to put an end to 
discussion of the agreement with 
the London Government.

Referring to the Franco-British 
accord, Herriot told this to the 
Senate: 

“It affirms the will of France 
and Great Britain to tontinue in 
the interests of the two countries, 
Europe and the entire world, the 
cordial collaboration which gave 
such happy results at Lausanne. 
The agreement. contains nothing 
which hits anybody, but merely ex- 
presses the ambition to continue to 
labor for the common good of all 
in friendly co-operation.”

PRESIDENT LEADS FIGHT 
ON BRAZILIAN REBELS 


Federal Planes Attack Sao 
Paulo Airport Held by 
Revolutionaries. 


By the Associated Press. 
RIO DE JANEIRO, July 18.— 


Federal airplanes today attacked 
the rebel air field at Marte, on the 
edge of the city of Sao Paulo, 
capital of the State dominated by 
the revolutionaries. They re- 


frained from harming the Capital 
itself. 

President Getulio Vargas took 
the field today to lead his loyal 
Federal troops in their southward 
movement to break up the revolt 
in Sao Paulo: 

Dispatches from Montevideo said 
several groups in the neighboring 
State of Rio Grande do Sul were 
recruiting men to join the Sao 
Paulo rebels. 

Gen. Vargas traveled more than 
160 miles by motor from the capi- 
tal yesterday and was hailed all 
alofig the route by concentrations 
of loyal troops. The Federal con- 
centrations were along the Sao 
Paulo-Rio de Janeiro state border 
and the naval concentration was 
off the important port of Angra 
Dos Reis in Rio de Janeiro State. 

The Federal Governmental atti- 
tude was that there was no need 
to march on various cities yet, as 
such a march would needlessly sac- 
rifice lives without gaining strate- 
gic advantages. This referred par- 
ticularly to Santos.

{FLYER RESCUED FROM JUNGLE * 


IN- MEXICO STILL DELIRIOUS 


MEXICO CITY, July 18.—Clar- 
ence McElroy, United States flyer. 
who was rescued in the Oaxaca 
jungle 19 days after he had 
crashed, was still delirious from 
injuries and starvation, according 
to word from San Geronimo yes- 
terday. 
national Airways plane en route to 
Mexico City was diverted to San 
Geronimo. Met at the aviation 
field by the physician who is at- 
tending McElroy, the pilot was told 
the flyer could not be moved for 
several days. Meanwhile, the Unit- 
ed States Consul at Vera Cruz was 
arranging to send an American 


jdocter to San Geronimo by air- 


plane. 

McBiroy’s physician told the 
Pan-American pilot the flyer was 
suffering from a broken leg, con- 
cussién of the brain, starvation and 
many insect bites. McElroy was 
out of his head most of the time 
and unable to explain the nature 
of his privations in the jungle. 

He and his passenger, Roy Gor- 
don, another American, left Vera 
Cruz en route to Tegucigalpa, Hon- 
duras, on June 27 and crashed-in 
the wilds of San Geronimo during 
a storm. Gordon was killed. An 
airplane search was made, but it 
was not until last F that an 
Indian woodsman foun McElroy 
on a ridge a few miles from San 
Geronimo.

Another Is Captured After Safe Is

WARREN, O., July 18.—A search 
was pressed by city and county 
officers today for one of three rob- 
bers who engaged in a gun fight 
three policemen,

where they had broken a safé and 


taken $300. 


The robbers began firing at first 
sight of the policemen, who, how- 
ever, had their weapons ready and 
answered shot for shot. Heinlein 
and Lundy fell, but Conway raced 
after the robbers when they turned 
and filed. 

The robber identified as Hunter 
died from his wounds before he 
could leave the neighborhood: The 
other two escaped. 

Several hours later, Rettuno was 
discoveredby three policemen talk- 
ing to a farmer. He fled into near- 
by woods, but with a posse on his 
trail, surrendered. The third réb- 
ber had disappeared,

- TO SUSPEND TAX LEVY 


Industrial Area With 500 Pupils | 
Has $50,000 Surplus in 
é Treasury. 

The school tax for District No. 
190 of Illinois, which covers an 
industrial area south of East St. 
Louis, will be suspended for this 
calendar year because of a surplus 
of nearly $50,000 in the district 
treasury, Bernard C. Hutchings, 
school board president, announced 
yesterday. 

The 1931 levy was 70 cents on 
the $100 valuation. There are ap- 
proximately 300 pupils in the four 
grade schools in the district. Cost 
of educating each pupil formerly 
was about $350 a year, compared 
with $75 in the adjoining East St. 
Louis district, The present school 
board, elected last spring, had 
pledged a substantial reduction in 
school operating éxpenses. Hutch- 
ings said the 1933 tax rate would 
be much lower than 70 cents.

‘Ker, new pastor of Fountain Park 


Congregational Church, in his ser-- 
mon yesterday discussed the disor- 
ders on the y Hall lawn last 
Monday and the subsequent edict 
of Chairman Remmers of the Po- 
lice Board against Communist 
open-air meetings.

Deplor- 
able and distressing as this situa- 
tion is, it is no more alarming than 
the fact, which seems to be rather 
authentically established, that

starring men and women cannet 


gather themselves together in an 
attempt to make vocal their needs 
without being dispersed by violence 
and dy being denounced as ‘Reds’ 
and “Communists.’ “If this is not 
alarming to us as freedom-loving, 
Christian American people, then 
we are not eapahble of becoming 
alarmed. They. asked for bread 
and were given bombs. 

“Let us admit that at least a 
portion of the leadership of this 
group was afforded by the active 
Communists of this city. But it 
is completely erroneous to brand 
all of these unemployed people who 
participated as Communists.” 
He then. reviewed the incidents 
of the City Hall gathering, as told 
in news accounts, saying that the 
crowd seemed to have committed 
no act of violence until after the 
police began the use of tear gas 
bombs. He credited the police with 
showing forbearance for a consid- 
erable time, but said the first overt 
act of violence was their use of 
gas bombs. As to the ruling against 
Communist outdoor meetings, he 
said: 

“The question that this raises 
is: Are we fair to minorities? It 
may be somewHat confusing since 
this particular case involves the 
Communists who represent, appar- 
ently, the pet heresy of the Ameri- 
can public. Yet we must face the 
issue as to whether or not we are 
going to deny in this country rights 
and privileges to minority groups 
which we cherish as representa- 
tives of the majority, said rights 
being guaranteed in the Federal | 
Constitution.” |

HAT is the fuse that sets off 
the dynamite of the child’s 
angry emotions? 

Dr. Goodenough found out just 
what everybody knows, that it is 
the failure of the child to have his 
way in one situation or another. 
But she also found out many inter- 
esting and rather surprising points 
about what these situations most 
commonly are. 

The “eat your spinach” command, 
for examiple, is relatively quite un- 
important despite popular. opinion. 
With children under 1 year of age 
there was considerable objection to 
specific kinds of food, but for all 
ages this cause accounts for only 
3.7 per cent of outbursts. 

The most frequent cause of tan- 
trums seems to be a matter of so- 
cial relationships. It is, after all, 
quite a problem for the young hu- 
man to adjust himself to all the 
complex artificialities of even juve- 
nile society.

With older children, an impor- 
tant cause of anger was a laudable 
desire to help themselves. They 
would become enraged when they 
tried to accomplish some task or 
atunt and found themselves unable 
to do it, or when some well-inten- 
tioned adult would force upon them 
undesired help. 

The hour of the day has a great 


deal to de with the likelihood of 


outbursts of anger. The greatest 
number occurred at 11:30 in the 
morning and 5:30 in the afternoon, 
times when both hunger and fa- 
tigue are getting in their work. And 
there was a sharp increase ob- 
served after 7:30 in the evening. 
The smallest number occurred 
from 1:30 p. m. to 3:30, a time 


‘which may coincide with the time 


of the midday nap, perhaps show- 
ing that all children behave best 
when they are asleep. 

Dr. Goodenough suggests that a 
light lunch in the middle of the 
morning and again in the middle or 
latter part of the afternoon might 
be of material assistance in reduc-
